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The struggle for political supremacy in North Koren between KIM Tl-sdng 
(EB oWY,) and KIM Tu-pong (4 ) has been intensified since the 
announcement by the Soviet authorities that the Soviet ermy was preparing 
- to withdraw from North Korea. 


From the beginning of tha Soviet occupation of North Korea, the Soviet 
authorities tried to weaken KIM Tu-pong's influence in North Korea by 
replacing his followers in various government organizations with the pro- 
Soviet followera of KIM Il-e&ng. Many of KIM Tu-pong's followers were. 
sent to work either in Manchuria or in various unimportant areas of North 
Koren, However, since the announcement of the withdrawal of the Soviet 
troops from North Korea, many of KIM Tu-pong's followers have returned to 
_ North Korea from Manchuria, As a reeult, the movement for the removal of 
KIM Il-séng and his pro-Soviet followers from their positions in the 
government has gained momentum.
